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CONVERSIONS OF IRISH CATHO.| 
LICS | 


Several reports have recently been 
circulated of defections amongst Roman 
Catholics in different parts of Europe ; 
but we have seen no account of late 
which deserves more attention, than the 
one herewith presented. It 1s taken trom 
the London Baptist Magazine for March. 
The meeting was at Cavan, in the North 
of Ireland. 

Abstraet of Lord Farnham’s Speech at the 
Reformation Meeting in Cavan. 


“Until very lately I was of opinion 
that the superstitious attachment of the 
Roman Catholic people to their priests 
was so strong, and the sway of the clergy 
over the winds of their flocks so absolute, 
that any idea of the possibility of detach 
ing the people from (hem appeared vis- 
ionary. A fair and full experiment has 
now been made, and the resull most satis- 
factorily proves that opinion was 
founded in ignorance of the actual state 
of Ireland, and that conversion of 
thousands of its inbabitants to Protestant 
ism is no matter of Utopian speculation.” 

The voble Lord then proceeded to e- 
numerate many instances uf public recan- 
tion at Farnham, &c., and said. that ** In 
the short four months, about 
four hundred and fifty Roman Catholics 
have come within the pale of our Charch, 
in the County of Cavan. The converts 
who have hitherto joined us, are in vari 
ous ranks of life—Some tradesmen, 
farmers, and mechanics; others of an 
inferior class, such as labourers, servants, 
&c. Many of them it is true, are poor ; 
but surely their humble situation should 
not exclude them from our community, 
—nor their poverty from the enjoyment 
of the Gospel. We should reject no 
inan from the blessings of the true rel. 
gion, who is willing to renounce his er- 
rors. Their state of information is just 
as various. Some are well educated, 
others tolerably well educated ; many 
totally illiterate ; a considerable numbe. 
were very well versed in Scripture, ei 
ther by reading it themselves, or hearing 
itread by their neighbours; and it is 
a pleasing fact, that several who, on their 
first conformity, did not know a letter 
are, by attending at Sunday and Eve 
ning Schools, which have been pro- 
vided for them, now able to read the 
Word of God themselves. The greatest 
attention has been paid to prevent any 
persons but such as bear irreproachable 
characters, from coming forward ; and a 
very considerable number, amounting to 
nearly 160, .have been discouraged from 
reading their recantation, on account of 
their having neglected, ornot having been 
able, to produce sufficiently favourable 
testimonials of good conduct from the 
neighbeurhood from wheace they came. 
1am happy to add, from authentic reports 
which I have made it my business to ob- 
tain, that the conduct of the conformists 
has in general been mest exemplary 
From the different parishes we learn, 
that they have been constant frequenters 
of the Church on Sanday ; and that on 
Christmas day, forty in one, twenty in 
another, ten and fifteen in others, receiv- 
ed the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper 
according to the established ritual, and 
this too in a most solemn and becoming 
manner. Snch an event, as it might be 
expected, alarmed the minds and provo- 
ked the resentment of the Roman Catho 
lic Hierarchy. They were then assem 
bled, as they inform us, in Dublin, for the 
transact‘on of important business ; and 
on hearing of the progress of affairs in 
this quarter, they sent a deputation of 
their body, consisting of the Titular Pri- 
mate and four Suffragan Bishops, to in- 
quire into the causes of so extensive ade 
fection.

'tians in these respects, he commences in 
ithe 18th verse, a statement of what Christ 
‘their Lord and Master had done jor men, 


both in bis human and divine nature.— 
‘* For Christ also hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God; being put to death in 
the flesh, but quickened by the spirit.” 
In his humanity he suffered—by his God- 
head he arose to life and glory—But 
quickened by the spirit. By the which 
(spirit) he went and, &c.—Here, as tho’ 
he had not sufficiently exhibited Christ as 
a pattern of forbearance and long suffer- 
ing, the Apostle proceeds in the 19th and 
20th verses to state, that He not only had 
died for our offences, and rose again for 
our justification, on whom the end of the 
world is come; but even in ages past, 
He went by his spirit and preached righ- 
teousness tothe Antedeluvians, those in- 
corrigible sinners, who lived in the days 
of Noah: who are now, in consequence 
of their perseverance in unbelief, shut 
up in the prison of hell. I should para- 
phrase the passage thas—Jesus Christ, in 
the accomplishment of his mediatorial 
work, went in the person of the Holy 
Spirit, and preached the Gospel by 
Enoch and Noah, to those who lived be- 
fore the flood ; and although but 8 souls 
believed the testimony of Noah, and took 
shelter in the ark, yet, notwithstanding 
the obstinacy of these Antideluvians, God 
bore with them 120 years, while the ark 
was preparing. Thus exhibiting a pat- 
tern to Christians, stimulating them to 
treat with tenderness those who oppose 
the truth, and to bear the contradictions of 
sinners against themselves. The Apostle 
proceeds in the succeeding chapter to 
make the improvement of the subject 
above suggested, after incidentally intro- 
ducing the nature of gospel baptism. 
‘‘For as much then, (saith he,) as 
Christ hath suffered for us in the flesh, 
arm yourselves likewise with the same 
mind.’”? And in the 6th verse we are 
furnished with a reason for the preaching 
of Christ, through the instrumentality of 
Noah, to the Antedeluvians: viz. ** For 
this cause was the Gospel preached also 
to them that are dead, (even to those that 
lived before the flood, and in every age.) 
that they might be judged according to 
men inthe flesh,” (or according to the

destruction. ‘*Now therefore let me 
alone,”’ said the Lord, * that my wrath 
may wax hot against them, and that [ may 
consume them.”” But Moses, deeply sen- 
sible of their guilt, and anxious for their 
safety, ventured into the divine presence 
to plead for their pardon. ‘ O this peo- 
ple have sinned a great sin, and have 
made them gods of gould. Yet now, if 
thou will, forgive their sin; and if not, 
(if thou cannot pardon them, if they must 
be destroyed,) blot me, I pray thee, out 
ot thy book which thou hast written.’”’— 
God well understood the meaning of this 
petition ; and doubtless, in his answer 
used blot in a correspondent sense.— 
‘* Whosoever hath sinned against me— 
whosoever is concerned in erecting and 
worshipping the golden calf—him will I 
blot out of my book.” By referring to 
the 10th verse of this chapter, and to 
Deut. ix. 14, we may learn what God 
meant by blotting out of his book him who 
had sinned. ‘Let me alone, that my 
wrath may wax hot, and that may con- 
sume them ;—that I may destroy them, 
and blot out their names from under heay- 
en ;’—i. e. extirpate them as a nation— 
cut them off by death, before they should 
enter Canaan, and partake of its blessings ; 
or in other words, deprive them of their 
heirship to that inheritance. Should this 
be done, they would be figuratively blot- 
ted out of his book, as aname is by a dash, 
erased from a public record. These re- 
marks will afford some aid in illustrating 
the request, ‘‘ blot me, I pray thee, out 
of thy book.” This favour, if it may be 
so called, Moses desired only in case Isra- 
el could not, consistently with the divine 
purpose, be pardoned. It is as ifhe had 
said, If thou will destroy them, remove 
me from the earth, that | may no longer 
be known as their leader. No more con- 
sider me an heir to the promised land, 
for how can I survive their rnin, and en- 
ter alone into the expected rest. I can- 
not endure the grief which must in that 
case rend my heart. I cannot endure the 
reproaches which the heathen will cast 
upon me, and upon thyself, as though 
thou were a cruel and unfaithful God. 

In support of this interpretation, we 
remark, 

1. That when a person who is regis- 
tered as amember of the community, is 
removed by death, or prevented, on ac- 
count of crime, from enjoying a promised 
blessing, there is a propriety in saying he 
is blotted out.

Such evidences one would think suffi- 
cient to confound these writers. Indeed 
who can believe their affirmations, when 
contradicted and confronted by the testi- 
mony of the inspired writers. ‘The meth- 
od, (observes Dr. Fuller,) which these 
writers must take to enable them to haz- 
ard such assertions, ‘ without being sub- 
ject to the charge of downright falsehood, 
could be no other than laying a kind of 
arrest upon the foregoing passages, with 
others, (to prevent them from being wit- 
nesses,) as being either interpulations, or 
mistranslations, or something that shall 
answer the same end ; and by these means 
imposing silence upon them, as to the 
subject in dispute. To be sure, we may 
goon, killing one scripture testimony, 
and stoning another, till at length it would 
become an easy thing to assert, that there 
is not an instance in all the New Testa- 
ment, in which our opinions are confront- 
ed. But to what does it all amount ?— 
When we are told, that *‘ Christ is never 
}s0 much as called God, in the New Tes- 
jtament ?”” The question is, whether we 
are to understand it of the New Testa- 
ment, as it was left by the sacred wri- 
ters; or, as corrected, amended, curtail- 
ed, and interpolated, by a set of controver- 
tists, with a view to make it accord with a 
favourite system.” 

I will give a specimen of this manage- 
ment, that the reader may see to what 
straits ovr opponents are driven, by the 
plain letter of the bible ; and what con- 
tortions they give to the Holy Scriptures.

Orthodox view of the character of Christ. 

Some who reject the Divinity of Christ, 
admit that the Scriptures give him the 
names and attributes of God; and that he 
performs works which can be accomplish- 
ed only by Divine power ; but they con- 
tend that this power is delegated. 

To this opinion I cannot subscribe ; 
because those peculiar attributes, which 
distinguish between God the creator, and 
the beings be has created, are tncommu 
nicable. 

The Scriptares teach us the Eternity of 
God, nis Omnipotence, Omniscience, Om 
nipresence, and infinite knowledge ; his 
perfect holiness, &c. The very nature 
of these attributes, shows the tmpossibili- 
ty of communicating them, or of delegating 
them. Who dare affirm, that a created 
being has exercised Almighty Power, even 
for a limited period ; or that the thing it- 
self is possible ? 

And it is self-evident, that the Eternity 
of God cannot be delegated. The power 
of seeing every thing that is done; or of 
knowing periectly every event and every 
being tliat exists io the universe, are also 
incommunicable attributes of God. A 
created being must have a local resi- 
dence ; that is, the idea ofa created be- 
ing, and a place of existence, are ipsep- 
arable ; therefore it is inPossible that a 
created being should beg} every place, 
and Gl! all things at time 
The Omaipresence, 
cannot, theretore, be 

Another reason for re 
of the delegation of power to Christ, is, 
that if it were, it would be giving to anoth- 
er those perfections which are essential 
tothe glory of God. But God hath said, 
“Tam the Lord: that is my name: and 
my glory will I not give to another.’’— 
Isaiah 42, 8: also, 48, 11. Therefore, 
if these perfections are essential to the 
glory of God, and if he will not give his 
glory to another, then the idea that Christ 
is only @ created being, yet that the pe 
culiar attributes of God are delegated to 
him, is evidently absurd. Many other 
objections may be urged against this theo- 
ry, and some of them may be incidentally 
noticed hereafter.

And confessedly great 
is the mystery of Godliness, which was 
manifested in flesh, vindicated by the spir- 
it, seen by messengers, proclaimed among 
gentiles, believed on in the world, taken 
up with glory. 

Such specimens might be given until 
I should weary the reader ; let these suf- 
fice, and with a few remarks we will leave 
them. On Acts xx. 28, the author of 
the improved translation departs from the 
original text and the received version, 
because he has ‘‘ a strong suspicion of in- 
terpolation, in consequence of thé pecu- 
liar sentiments of the translators, or the 
authors of those MSS. which they follow- 
ed.” And he acknowledges that what 
he has rendered ‘ his own sin,’ signifies 
literally ‘his own blood.’ Traly—this 
is no trifling difference ; but what urges 
him to do it? Would the literal render- 
ing favour the orthodox, and crush the 
self-styled liberal system, beneath a 
mountain of truth? He is of age, let him 
answer for himself: and happily he has 
furnished an answer. He says the pas- 
sage signifies ‘‘ literally his own blood: 
but, as this expression could answer no 
good perpose, and would unavoidably lead 
those unacquainted with the phraseology 
of these languages, into ERRONEOUS Doc- 
TRINES AND IMPioUS ConcerTions of Dei. 
ty, [could not justify myself in employ- 
ing it in this place.” 

This translator deserves commendation

throne is a royal seat, on which those sit 

who exercise regal authority. The 

| scriptures frequently speak of Christ as | 
sitting ona throne, sometimes called a 

throne of glory. To avoid the force of
